¢ People, is afcribed to the Frame of their Conttitu- 
m. The Remedy of this Grievance naturally fol- 
ws, namely, a Rebellion againft the Conflitution ; and 
ve a Government exercifed according to Law is fo 
readful a Tyranny, the Reverfe of this muft be the 
rable Blefing, and the People henceforth are to fight 
saGovernment which is to abolifh the Law. 
How neceflary this may be to the Service of a Fac- 
mn, which loft its Dominion by a Trial of Skill, 
nether the Will of the Prince, or the Law Fes Land, 
ould be the fupreme Authority : How ufeful this may 
rove in favour of the Grim Idol, who claims a divine 
ight toexercife Government, mot according to Law, 
ut his own good Will and Pleafure ; or whatever End 
| Doétrine is defigned to ferve, yet fure I am ‘tis 
» Part of the Syftem of Government now eftablifhed 
nongit us; “tis no Court Do&rine ; ’tis no minifterial 
yick; and therefore I defire that the right Owners 
ay have the Popularity of afferting Principles, which, 
dareavow, the Friends of bis MajefyKinc Georce, 
dd ofthe Successton in his Protefiant Royal Family, 
(aim and deteft with as much Zeal as they abjure the 
retender. 
Tut Recommendation of thefe extraordinary Prin- 
bles is introduced with fome Remarks on the Fre- 
of Executions in England, and on the pretended 
uty of our Laws. 
Tuus Frequency of Executions is aggravated by an 
tion, That the+Lazw of England punifhes the 
ime of flealing Sixpence in the fame Degree with the 
ot barbarous Murder ; which I affirm to be abfolutely 
ie: Nor is it capital to fteal forty Sixpences, unlefs 
¢Manner of the Robbery be conftruétive of a greater 
ne. As for Inftance; an Affault upon the High- 
ay, thereby putting any one in Fear of his Life; as 
lobreaking an Houfe at Night, may vary the Cafe 
ealing Sixpence, and make ‘it only a Part of the 
nme of an Highwwayman or Houfe-breaker : It is there- 
re, in the firft Place, a Mifreprefentation of the Laws 
England, to charge the Frequency of Executions on 


cb Punifoment of petty Offences and of light 
greffions. 
Tae next Allegation againft our Laws, is, that 
Nations abroad, laying hold on the Diftin@ion be- 
tween, Crimes which are real, and others which are 
“nfiruéive only, or between Malum probibitum and 
in fe; {ach Nations, fays the Writer, ate 
Mote cautious in condemning Men upon penal Laws, 
or for Crimes merely fatutary, than we are. Whereas 
our Juries, for the moft Part, only confider the Evi. 
ence of the aét forbidden by Statute, and do there- 
upon find the Prifoner guilty, without confidering 
71 pag of the Relewance, or in what Degree the 
st or Fat was in jtfelf craly criminal, or naturally 
Native of any Punifhment ; or if it was innocent or 
. tin its own Nature.’ 
saad this is equally a Mifreprefentation ; becaufe 
og be no Inftance given of this Ufage in any 
rms Where the Relevancy of a Faét fuppofed crimi- 
~ fea gmc otherwife than by fhe Law of that 
aug orto fay thatever any Judge or Court of 
ound a Procefs not relevant, where the Fact 


was criminal by Law, or that they abfolved the Party, 
from any Confideration that the Malum probibitum was 
not Malum in fe, or that they could difpenfe with an 
Edi& or Statute, from any Diftin€tion between rea/ and 
conftruive Crimes, is fo far from being true, that there 
is not any Nation in the World, except our own, 
where there is a Dittin¢tion between Manflaying and 
Murder ; yet, in this Cafe, certainly our Juries confi- 
der in what Degree the Aét or Faét is truly criminal, or 
illative of any Punifhment ; whereas, in all other Na- 
tions, there is no Relevance confidered in the Inquifition 
for Blood, but the Stroke of Death is penal, without 
Diftinétion of Cafes, and the Penalties of it cannot be 
mitigated by any judicial Confideration, nor by any 
Power but that which is fupreme, legiflative, and un- 
controulable. 

In France the Edi again Duelling is, of all 
others, the moft inexorable. I would ask this Author, 
If France be one of thofe Nations abroad, which is more 
cautious than we are of condemning Men on pera/ 
Laws, or for Crimes merely fatutary? Is the Provo- 
cation, Compulfion, or Neceffity of entering into fuch 
Combat at all confidered in Oppofition to the Re/e- 
vance ? And where the Accident is fudden, or where 
"tis manifeft that there was no Malice prepenfe ; will this, 
in the View of their Judges, make the Aét or Fact le(s 
illative of Punifhment? And, not to quibble on 
Words, tho’ it natusally ought, yet will it, in Judg- 
ment, be likely to have this Confideration? 

Tue Faét then is certain, that other Nations are not 
more, but lefs cautious than we are in condemning 
Men on Crimes merely fatutary. ‘That they do con- 
fider the Relevance of the Procets is true; but if it be 
relevant from any fnown EaiA, they muft fuftain 1, 
whether the Fatt be rea//y, or only fatutably crimir® ; 
and where Ediéts interpofe not, or the Statute Law be 
filent,. if they are to judge by common Ufage, and the 
Coniftruction either of Laws municipal or univerfal ; 
there, I take it, they can have no Advantage over us, 
fince, by the Con/litution of this Kingdom, that only is 


criminal, and panifhabieat Common Law, whichis 


Matlum in fe. 

Tue Difference between the Laws of England and 
thofe of other Nations, will be found very great in our 
Favour, when it is confidered, that tho’ every Procets 
is in the fame manner tuflained by pofiive Law; yet 
here the 4&s of the People, and there the Edidis of the 
Prince, are the Statutes which declare the Crime, and 
{pecify the Punifhment : So that, with us, the Law 1s 
a publick Intereft ; but abroad it is merely a perfonal 
private Property. In Britain it preferves every Man. 
In almoft all other Countries it deflroys them. For 
here it is every one’s Defence againit fovereign Power ; 
but there it is the Sword and Scourge of Power, which 
no. Man can di{pute with. 

Acatn, the Difference between our Laws and thofe 
of Nations abroad, is remarkably great, in regard that 
the Judges dere are Orricers OF THE PEOPLE ; 
and there the mere Infiruments and Creatures of the 

“Prince; That-berethe greateft Hazard and Peril which 
fuch Magifirates can fear, is the Odium and Vengeance 
of the People ; whilft every-awhere e/fe it is the Dilplea- 
fure of the Prince which they dread, and which they 
dare not, in the leaft Degree, provoke: So that our 
Security would be greater than theirs, were the Law of 
this Kingdom altogether gonftructive ; whereas it is our 
Happinels that capital Czimes amongft us are defined 
by poftive Laws, and only Miidemeanouts can be de- 
clared by Con/fruction of Common Law. 

It is true, indeed, that in fome Cafes, Juries do 
not confider whether an A&t prohibited by Statute, was 
innocent or indifferent in its own Nature : And the 
Reafon manifeitly is, becaufe Innocence or Indifference 
is never to be fuppofed after the Law hath prohibitted 
the Faét which Men ought not to commit, ‘becaufe it 
it is prohibited, and which whcn they commit, they 
ought to be punithed for, becaufe the Law muft be 
obey’d. If the Nature,of Things, and not the Stavate, 
fhould be confidered as neceflary to the Relewance of 
any Criminal Procefi, then every Man’s Affection or 
Difaffection to a Government, would be the only Rule 
in finding a Bill of Jadifment for High Treajfon; fince a 
difaffected Jury would fearcely think Rebellion naturally 
illative of any Punifhment ; but if they guide them- 
felves according to their-Oaths, by the Laws, then 


they will not hefitate to agree, that Rebellion is illa- 
tive of the higheit Punifhment. 

Iw the fame Manner the Laws of a Kingdom mutt 
preclude all Enquiries into the Defgn of the Party, 
where che Fact is of fuch a Nature, that it could not 
be committed without an uaju/ and an Inten- 
tion. As in Treafn; the Fatt of taking up Arms 
againft the King, implies the Jntention of the 
King : As in Murder; the Fak of fleeping, after any Pro- 
vocation given, or having had competent Time to cool . 
the Paflions before a Challenge to fight is fent, implies 
Malice prepenfe, and a'premeditated Purpofe to kill. So 
in Deramation, and the wer Clafes of Crimes, 
there are Intentions which muft be fu » againft 
which Suppofitions no Evidence or Arguments can be 
admitted : For, where private Perfons or the Publick 
have been injured by fa/ and fandalous Inventions, it 
is not to be fuggeited that the Party was miitaken in 
Fact, or meant fairly in imputing the Scandal, or 
brought Lies and Slander to help an honeft Caufe ; 
but it is eternally to be admitted, that where he utter’d 
any thing falfe and fcandalous im is he utter’d it 
from a falfe and /candalous Intention, and for a wieked 
Fnd. And whillt Common Law is founded in Common 
Senjfe, it can have no other Confideration of the Defign 
of fuch Aés. / 

Tuts leads me to examine the dreadful Charge on 
Englifo Laws and Jurtzs, that the latter would 
correct, and the former condemn a Slander on a Peer, 
or even a Bi/Lop, importing that he voted again a 
Bill for preventing Bribery, or againit an Exguiry into 
Frauds. And quettionle(s both Laws and Jories ought 
to punifh every Slander of either Kind ; for if this be 
meant, as the Writer exprefly declares, so Restrain 
that infinite Truk which we repofe in the Wildom, 
Lenity, amd Sincerity of our Laws, by refleéting on 
the Honour of thofe who are trufted with the Legifla- 
tion; I may be allowed to fay, that no Slander can be 
more mifchievous or malignant, than that which wound- 
ing the Character, ftrikes at the Liberty of every Mem- 
ber of the Legaflature, debarring him from the free 
Ufe of his Judgment on the Merits of a Bill, which 
though ufher’d in with a Preamble again? Bribery, may 
be compounded of the moft unreafonable Projects, in- 
troducing exorbitant Powers, and tending to the worft 
Purpofes ; fothatevery Man who ab/ors Bribery, may 
oppofe fuch a Bill with greater Indignation, on account 
of fo bafe an Artifice, as ufing popular Names to fandtify 
private, felffh and immoderate Views. 

NeITHER is the Slander lefs infamous, or worthy 
of Punifhment, when foch a Perfon thal! be charged as 
obftruéting an Enquiry into Frauds, where he could not 
concur in every Meaiure carried on with fucha Pretence, 
or profecute the Matter in fuch a Manner, as to him 
feemed partial, violent, unjuft. By this Method of 
ftigmatizing Characters, any one of a Grand Jury who 
refuies to return an Indiétment of High Treaion, Billa 
vera, obftructs the Punithment of Rebellion and Treafon, 
though he had no Evidence before him that could war- 
rant his Concurrence in the Profecution. I will not 
enter into any Difquifition of the Fact fuggelted by the 
Writer, though [ could thew it in fech an infinite 
Variety of Lights, as would leave no room to doubr, 
that if no Man, without being vilified, may vote 
againft Proceedings or particular Steps in Proceedings, 
which thofe who promote them are pleafed, for their 
Credit, to chriften Enquiries into Frauds, there can te 
no Liberty remaining to the Members of a Legiflative 
Power, fince no Man can ule his Judgment freely or 
impartially, without fuffering the worit Defamation : 
And that therefore every thing tending to defame Mem- 
bers of Parliament, in fuch a Manner as tencs to de- 
ftroy the Liberties of Parliament, ought not to have 
Encouragement or Impunity by the Laws of the King- 
dom. 

We may now attend to the Queftion, * If Laws be 
‘ confider’d as the fpurious Offspring of Bribery and’ 
‘ Corruption, who would truft his Life or Property 
‘ in fach a Nation?’ 

To which I anfwer, that there is vaft Difference be- 
tween confidering or defcribing the Laws in this. Man- 
ner, and really believing them to deferve it. 

Ir, where the’ Laws be confidered as this fpurious 
Offspring of Bribery and Corruption, no Man would 
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teat his Life or Properly in a Nation. It follows 


very plainly 5 i, 
1. @uar the Writer before us, who trufts his Life 


hinongit w#, without any Apprehenfion that to defame 
the Laws can endanger even his Liberty, is Aimf/f &n 


Kvidence on the Side of thofe Laws, that they are not 
{o fpurious an Offspring ; but deferve a beter Com- 
mendation for Wildom, Lenity and Sincerity, than he 
vouchfafes to give them. And, ; 

2. Tua the Idol of his Fafion, who with all his 
Animofity again thofe Laws which exclude him, 
hath been known to have placed under their Protection 
the lait Stock of his imaginary Crown, and {cruples 
not to draw Support from that Publick Credit which 
fubfifls by his Exclufion, is likewife an Evidence on 


the Side of the Laws, that Property may be trufted in 


a Nation, whole Funds are the Refuge of his own 
ruined Fortunes. 

Bur were I to confider the Charge as worthy of 
Ctedit in any Degrec, and to anfwer the Queition, 
Wh «vould truft bis Life or Property in a Nation, where 
the Laws are the Offipring of Corruption? I fhould truly 
fay, that every Man who would net truft either his 
Life or his Property in a Country where the arbitrary 


~ Will of the Prince is the only Law of the Land, would 


truft both Life and Property, by an infinite Difparity of 
Preference, even in that Nation which might not be 
free from Corruption. And I might add, they would 
have lefs Reafon to fear being bribed out of their 


. Lives or Eftates, than they mutt have to expect being 


devoured by the ravenous Claim of a Right from 
Heaven to enflave them.

the Evening concldded with other loyal and honourable 
Healths. 

The fame Day appeared in their Formalities the 
worfhipful John Fawlit, Efg; Mayor, the Depty Re- 
corder, and Aldermen of this Town. 


LONDON. 


Yellerday a French Mail arrived with the Paris Ala- 
main Gated Nov. 19. which fays, that the Count de 
Montijo, the Spanifh Ambaflador, is expected there 
every Day, who, when he arrived in Holland from 
Hanover, met with an Exprefs from his Court, which 
ordered him to repair forthwith to that of Frarice. And 
that the King of Sardinia has iflued a Proclamation in 
his Dominions, enjoining all his Subjects in foreign 
Parts, to return home wuhin a certain Time, on the 
Penalty of 400 Livres, and 4 Years Imprifonment ; and 
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that the Parefits are t6 be refponfible for their Children. 

For want of other more material Advices, the 
Author concludes with an Account of the Death of the 
old Lady Maucomble, Widow of tht Steur Cret®, who 
died on the rft Inftant, 111 Years old, at the Caitle of 
Eponne belonging to M. Herau, Counfellor of State, 
and Liéutenant-General of the Police. He adds, that 
fhe has left a Brother 108 Years old, who is in good 
Health, and writes without Spectacles ; and that, when 
but 16 Years of Age, he was one of thofe that guarded 
the Convoy which the Great Prince of Conde threw 
into Rocroy, juft before that famous Battle in 1643, 
which was fo fatal to the Spanifh Monarchy. 

By the laft Flanders Mail there are Letters from 
Petersburg, that the @zarina having called in all the old 
Species, a new Coinis now current in her Dominion$s 
with her Majefty’s Name and Effigies ; and that fhe~has 
ordered the States of Courland to provide Quarters for 
fome Regiments which fhe has thought fit to recal from 
Poland. 

The Affair of Corfica continues to give the Repub- 
lick of Genoa great Uneafinefs, infomuch that all the 
Nobles in the Country were fummoned toa Council at 
Genoa, on the Penalty of 4 Gold Crowns; but when 
they met they did not agree, nor was any thing refolv’d 
on touching the Ratification of the Sufpenfion of Arms; 
fo that the ‘Ferm limitted for it is like to expire, with- 
out its being either approved or rejected. ‘The Male- 
contents keep 1500 Genoefe Soldiers fhut up in three 
Villages, along with Pinelli’s Son; fo that it would be 
an eaty Matter for them to finifh the War at one Stroke, 
by taking them Prifoners at Difcretion. ‘The Male- 
contents had a general Meeting on the zoth of Otto- 
ber ; but what was therein refolved isa Secret. ‘They 
offer indeed to fubmit, but ’tis on fuch Conditions, that 
‘tis evident they are for giving Law to the Genoefe 
their Mailers, who, in the mean time, blame Pinelli 
for preferring Severity to Clemency. 

Her Grace the Dutchefs of Buckingham is arrived 
at Calais on her Return home. 

On Monday lait Thomas Carpenter of Gatton in 
Surry, Efq; was married to Mifs Elton, Daughter of 
George Elton, Efq; a Beautiful young Lady, with a 
Fortune of 80001. 

On Tuefday lait his Higanefs the Prince of Modena 
was introduced to their Majefties and the reft of the 
Royal Family at St. James’s, and took his Leave, he 
intending to fet out on Saturday Morning next for 
Dever, on his Return home. 

Yefterday his Highnefs and feveral other Perfons of 
Diftin€tion, went to fee the Royal Palace at Hampton 
Court, and her Majefty’s Houfe and Merlin’s Cave at 
Richmond. And 

To-morrow he goes to view Windfor Caitle, where 
he will dine with his Grace the Duke of St, Albans in 
the Round Tower. 

The Arguments brought by the Gentlemen on Mr.
